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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 


To the Board of Education: 

The school year of 1919-1920 closed in June with a successful 
Commencement week. The exercises of the class were unique in 
that the class gave the entire program including the music which 
consisted of vocal and instrumental solos and duets. A play 
given by the juniors was well received and netted a good sum, 
which was laid aside toward a trip to Washington. The week 


closed with a reception to the graduating class by the alumni. 


The class of 1920 numbered eight. Seven of the eight were 
graduates of the commercial department. Two entered Bay Path, 
two went directly into commercial work, one plans to enter Keene 
Normal School and another the Boston Conservatory of Music 


next fall. 


The enrollment last fall was 59; seniors 12, juniors 12, sopho- 
mores 16, freshmen, 19. These figures show a slight increase 
over the previous year due largely to the fact that all but one of 
the undergraduates returned. The senior class continued activi- 
ties during the summer for the raising of money toward their trip 
to Washington and with a play which they are planning to give 
within a few weeks the class should have enough to pay a large 


share of their expenses. 


Three of the classes thus far have planned and carried out 
social functions to which the entire school has been invited. The 
school Athletic Association which was organized a year ago is 
still very active; regular meetings are held every month. Both the 
boys and girls have organized basket ball teams and are playing 
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with other teams in this vicinity. 


The attendance for the first half year has been unusually good. 
The per cent of attendance has been between 97 and 98 and the 
tardiness marks number less than twenty for the first eighteen 
weeks. 


Very poor laboratory facilities and equipment make the handling 
of the science courses extremely difficult with the increasing num- 
bers taking those subjects. 


The class of 1921 promises to send a very creditable delegation 
to college and normal school.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Winchester, N. H.:. 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report. . 
There were 1,075 pupils registered the past year in Union No. 

25, of which Winchester enrolled 461. The average per cent of 

attendance for the state was 92, and Winchester had 92 per cent, 


which was a creditable showing.

Following the suggestions of a widely published letter from the 
state department, the salaries of the village teachers were raised 


to an average of $800 and rural positions to $16 and $18 a week. 
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Including the advance for the high school teachers, this means 
over $2,000 increase for salaries alone this year. 


A statement regarding the working of the new law may be of 
interest. Winchester paid $1,898.78 state tax; $940 per capita 
tax; $25 for superintendent; total, $2,863.78. Winchester re- . 
ceived from the state $812, literary fund; $950.94, state aid; 
total, $1,762.94. Winchester paid $1,100.84 to the state for equali- 
zation, and this includes also supervision. This year we are to 
receive $4,240.39 if the Legislature support the law. This will 
cover the increase of salaries to teachers, but not the excessive 
cost of transportation. | 

Several changes in reorganization have been made. The large 
primary class last year was given a special teacher the spring 
~term, and Miss Doris Hildreth was secured. The result was, the 
normal number of the class was promoted to grade 2. A smaller 
Class this year is on full time and are up to grade requirements. 
This year grade 2 was assigned to Miss Annie Watson, and the 
third and fourth grades combined, giving each room about 40 
pupils. Grades 7 and 8 had 55 pupils registered and the narrow _ 
room could not accommodate such a large school. The wraps 
had to be hung in the schoolroom as there is no upper hall, thus 
adding to the confusion. To remedy this situation, the second 
grade was moved upstairs, but before this was done, the fire 
escape was changed, so that the pupils can walk out of a wide 
door and pass to the ground. This change should have been made 
years ago, when the fire escape was installed. The room down- 
stairs was divided by a beaver board partition, and a teacher . 
placed in charge of grade 8, while Miss Rogers took grade 7. 
The registers show these two schools will number at least 60 
pupils for the next two years, so this change is fully justified. 
These are only makeshift arrangements. Every inspector 
roundly condemns the conditions. Such a crowded, unsanitary 
situation calls for a new building and I hope the present agitation 
will result in more than the usual fiasco. 
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- You voted to build a new schoolhouse at Ashuelot and plans 
are in the hands of the building committee, but we want to see the 
dirt fly. The change in building costs have probably saved 
thousands of dollars, but the children were to return to the same 
old conditions, until the state department forced us to fix over 
the chapel building. This has been much improved and brought 
up to minimum requirements, as to lighting, tinting of walls, seat- 
ing, and sanitaries. These changes have only temporary approval, 
while the new building is in process of construction. 


When $100 covered all your major repairs for last year, I 
have no fear that the increased budget will fail of the support of 
the tax payers. : 

Medical inspection was completed last year. The number of 
unvaccinated cases.is reduced, but some parents are still lax in © 
this matter. The value of medical inspection is in the follow-up 
work and unless the notices sent out by the inspectors are heeded, 
very little good will result. 

The statistical report of the schools follow. With few excep- 
tions the schools of Winchester completed the required thirty-six 
weeks. | | . 7 

This report has dwelt, for the most part, on the teaching condi- 
tions, as that is the main issue at present. 

I wish to express to the Board of Education and citizens appre- 
ciation of the increased school budget, the changes I have been 
allowed to make, and for your consideration of those that should.
